The foundation of artificial silk is wood 
Cellulose is the main constituent 
of the cell structure of all plants, but for the 
manufacture of artificial silk, wood-cellulose 
is now utilised. In the early days of the 
industry, cellulose from other sources was 
use

As regards the actual a eH pro- 
cesses, several different methods have been 
tried for a time, and in turn discarded. In 
some of these processes the cellulose was 
treated with nitric acid, in something the 
same way as cotton- woo! (another form of 
cellulose) is made into guncotton. Indeed, 
at one stage of its manufacture, artificial silk 
thread is explosive and inflammable, _ 
needless to say, must be “ de-nitrated,”’ 
made perfectly safe by different eo 
before it can be put on the market. 

One of the most satisfactory commercial 
processes for making artificial silk consists 
.of dissolving wood-cellulose in a suitable

The manufacturérs have encountered and 
overcome many difficulties, but so far they 
have failed to produce artificiall 
as fine as that made: by the silk-worm. 

The dyeing of artificial silk was another 
problem to be faced. The dyes used for real 
silk ag É not suitable, and neither was it 
possible to use ordinary cotton dyes. Here, 
again, the chemist had to help, and the 
amazing range of beautiful shades Re which 
artificial silk is obtainable ee, Sy another 

of his skill. Só important is this ques- 
tion of dyeing the fabric "that some manufac- 
turers have set up a dye works of their own, 
in connection with their factory, in order that 
the artificial silk will receive the proper 
treatment. 

Naturally enough, women only think of 
artificial silk as being an excellent materia] 
for the making of pretty and economical gar- 
ments, but it has other uses. Its insulating 
qualities have caused it to be used as a 
wrapping for electric wires. Incandescent 
gas mantles and imitation horse-hair are also 
made from artificial silk. Aeroplane ‘‘dope,” 
a kind of waterproof varnish, is really cellu- 
lose acetate, or, in other words, the beginning 
stages in the manufacture of aeroplane ''dope

CHOOSING CARPETS.

ARDPETS are an expensive item now-a- 

€.: days, and as the carpet forms, as it 

were, the foundation around which all 

the other furnishings of a room are built, a 

little forethought and consideration before 

purchasing are necessary to obtain the. best 
results. 

Quality and kind are largely decided by 
th. price one wishes to pay, and, as it will 
probably have to last a considerable time 
and give good wear, it is advisable to get 
the best quality possible, especially as a good 
quality carpet tends to enrich the appear- 
ance of the whole room. 

Colour is a matter of personal taste. If 
the room is already furnished, the carpet 
will have to harmonise with the colours 
already existing in wall paper, furniture, etc. 
Fo: a hall a rich, dark red (with pattern), 
or a rich dark blue are, perhaps, most suit- 
able; for diningroom, dark green, dark blue, 
or cheerful dark red; for drawingroom, paler 
shades: pale green, yellow, grey, fawn, etc. ; 
for bedroom, medium shades in pleasant 
green, blue, rose, nut-brown, etc. Of these 
latter, perhaps, green, blue and rose are the 
most cheerful—and brightness is most de- 
sirable. 

For a room that is im constant use, a 
patterned carpet is preferable to a plain one, 
which shows mark or spot too plainly; but 
when practicable a plain carpet can be most 
attractive and distinctive—e.g., pale grey 
carpet, with old rose hangings and rosebud 
tapestry on furniture. 

For the smaller room.a large design tends 
to take from the size and should be passed 
over in favour of the small, all-over, not-too- 
clearly-defined pattern. For a large room a 
carpet square, or carpet with its own border, 
gives dignity, but the border is apt to take 
away from the size and should be avoided for 
the smaller room. Similarly, the large room 
can afford to have its carpet smaller than the 
room with a border of oak-stained boarding 
around the edges, while in a smaller room the 
carpet should run right out to the walls. 

The room that is small and dark should 
have a gay, light-coloured carpet, to brighten, 
and increase apparent size. W. M.

GOOD AVERAGE RETURNS. 
OTTAWA, October 10. 


The bulletin of the Bureau of Statistics 
giving the quality of the cereal s, and 
the estimated yields of the root and fodder 


crops, as indicated by the rta at the end 
of September, say that the quality of the 
wheat for the whole Dominjon is ; eee 
wi 


compared with 84 last year; Saskatchewan 96, 
as compared with 92; Atberta 95, as onmpared 
with 105. 

The estimated yield for Domimon potatoes 
is 48,768,000 ecwt., compared with the final 
estimate of last year’s vield of 55,497,000 cwt. ; 
for sugar beets 210,690 tons, compared with 
216,200 last year; for fodder corn 5,447,000 
tons, compared with 5,320,000 tons last year. 

The report says that for the Atlantic Pro- 
vinces the grain harvest is abundant and un- 
damaged by frost. The potato and root crops 
are generally above the average. 

In Quebec the September rains have caused 
some damage, but, with the exception of 
potatoes, there are good average crops. In 
Ontario the results on the whole are very 
satisfactory. In the Prairie Provinces heavy 
rains have delayed threshing, which ia pro- 
ceeding slowly. 

Livestock generally is in good condition. 
No estimate is given of the grain yields.—

Referring to the Boundary question, Mr. 
Sears said that they could see how fortunate 
Ireland was to obtain in 1921 the signatures 
of the British statesmen to the Treaty. 
Many of these signatories had since tried to 
wriggle out of their bond. If there had been 
a way out they would have leaped for it 
and left Ireland in the lurch. But the bond 
framed by Griffith and Collins held them fast. 
Even Liberals like Lord Grey were ready 
to let Ireland down. Lord Grey, no doubt, 
was right when he said that England, when 
she signed the Treaty, had given away 
practically all her is.terests in Ireland. There 
was nothing more to lose if a Republic were 
set up. But even that could be no excuse 
for breaking the Treaty, and the Free State 
would imsist upon Article 12 being carried 
out. 

They could see that Lord Grey's great 
eoncern was to preserve the British tie with 
Belfast, and Mr. Lloyd George let the cat 
out of the bag when he said that even if 
Ulster wished to join with the Free State she 
should be vented from doing so in the 
interests of British policy. He (the speaker) 
felt confident, however, that in the long run 
English domination would lose its grip of 
the six counties, «os it had done in the 
twenty-six counties. The great ties of com- 
mon nationality and mutual economic in- 
terests were working steadily in favour of 
Irish anity. There were many things Free 
State citizens conld do to hasten the day 
of union. They could by industry and hard 
work lower the taxation and make their area 
firm and secure in peace and prosperity. 
Then, as sure as water sought its own level, 
would union come. 

He knew nothing about changes in the 
Cabinet, and he hoped that there would be 
none. It was the Cabinet as at present 
constituted that had won the trust and confi- 
dence of the Irish people and broaght them 
so much suocesa. 


THE MAKING OF ILLUSTRATION

‘FINDINGS OF COURT 
OF INQUIRY.

SHIFTING OF CATTLE 
CAUSE OF LOSS.

Mr. George Cussen, District Justice, 
delivered judgment yesterday in the in- 
quiry into the less of the City of Cork 
Steampacket Company's steamer Lismore, 
which foundered off the coast of Wexford 
on the morning of July 11 last with the 
loss of eighteen of the nineteen persons on 
board. The Lismore had a cargo of cattle 
and general goods and was on its way from 
Cork to Liverpool. Mr. Cussen found 
that the loss was due to the shifting of 
cattle penned in No. 2 hold and on the 
main deck, which caused a list to port. 


THE JUDGMENT. - 


CAUSES OF DISASTEK. 

The tribunal consisted of Mr. G. Cussen, 
LL.B., District Justice (President), with 
assessois—Captain J. H. Webb, arbour 
Master, Dublin; Captain L. Brady, Mr. F. G. 
Miller, marine engineer, and Mr. W. J. Mare» 
(Glasgow), naval architect. : 

Mr. Cussen read the judgment which wa 
arrived at by the tiibunal. The loss of the 
vessel, it said, was due to the shifting of the 
cattle that were penned in No. 2 hold and on 
the main deck, which caused an increased list 
to port. This list gradually increased. until 
the wash port doors on the port side were 
level with the water. The inrush of this water 
through these doors caused the vessel to heel 
over rapidly, The sole survivor (John Carley) 
was below from 8 p.m. until about 11.45 p.m. 
on the 10th of July, and was in his buns 
from 9 p.m. He was consequently unable to 
give evidence as to what occurred during the 
iours immediately preceding the disaster. 
The Court, while not finding the master 
(Captain Sayle) or either the first or second 
officer in default, considered that the second 
officer (Mr. Cole), who was on duty for four 
hours immediately before the disaster, should 
some time earlier than 11.45 have reported to 
the master the condition of the vessel con- 
sequent on the increased list, and that the 
master, if so informed, should immediately, 
tu ensure the safety of his vessel and crew, 
have jettisoned the cattle, and also poition of 
the cargo, if there was then time and if it was 
then feasible to do so. There was no evidence 
to enable the Court to find whether the second 
officer did, or did not, so report before it was 
too late to take such measures. If he did not 
so report, the Court considered that he com- 
mutted an error of judgment. If he did so 
report at such time as could enable those 
measures to be taken, the Court considered 
that the master committed an error of judg- 
ment. The Covrt also.found that the master 


| committed an error of judgment in not giving 


orders for the launching of the boats earlier 
than a few minutes before the vessel cap- 
sized. 

It was proved to the satisfaction of the 
Court that there was a considerable amount of 
pressure necessarily used to complete the load- 
ing with a view to enable the vessel to start 
up to time. The Court considered that the 
cargo in No. 1 hold was stowed in such a 
manner that it would have been dangerous 
had the vessel encountered rough weather. 
They also held that no cargo should have 
been placed on the upper deck, as there was 
ample room for it in the hold: but neither of 
these was the cause of the disaster. From 
the time that the vessel left Cork until she 
heeled over the weather was calm. Accord- 
imgly, the Court exonerated Mr. Perry, the 
chief stevedore, from responsibility for the 
disaster. The Court also found that the 
master erred in judgment in not giving orders 
for the launching of the boats at an 
eatlier time than a few minutes before 
the vessel capsized. Whichever of the officers 
was to blame it should have been possible 
between 8 o'clock and midnizht to take steps 
for the safety of the vessel and crew. 


THE CARRIAGE OF CATTLE. 


The Court, further, expressed the opinion 
that in the construction of vessels of the size 
of the Lismore a sufficient margin of safety 
was not allowed to permit of cattle being 
carried with reasonable safety, and the ques- 
tion of allowing cattle to be carried on vessels 
of this size and design should be seriously 
considered. ey suggested that if cattle 
were to be carried some criterion of minimum 
stability shonld be adopted so as to ensure 
that a vessel had sufficient range of stability. 
The Court recommended that the advisability 
of allowing a mixed cargo of general goods 
and cattle on the same vessel should be con- 
sidered, and that where general cargo is 
carried in a vessel of this size and design, the 
holds are not full. Special precautions should 
be taken to prevent the possibility of cargo 
shifting. The pens for carrying cattle on all 
vessels should be so constructed that when a 
pen is not full its size could be reduced to 
prevent undue movement of the animals in 
that pen. The Court recommended that the 
costs incurred by Mr. Denis Horgan, the 
by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, hav- 
ing regard to the assistance given to the 
Court by the witnesses on his behalf. 
_The Court found that the Cork Steampacket 
Company were justified in allowing the Lis- 
more to sail in the condition in which she 
was, and loaded as she was. They also found 
that the vessel was fit to carr cattle, and 
that the transport order having n complied 
with the cattle were properly penned. As, 
however, there was an error of judgment on 
the part of the master, or of the second officer, 
or both, the Court ordered that the company 
to the Department of Industry 
and Commerce such sum by way of costs as 
shall be equal to the costs incurred by Mr. 
Denis Horgan, and, in addition, the sum of 
£200 on account of the costs incurred by the 
Department. The Court relieved the compan y 
from payment of al! liability for the balance 
of the costs incurred by the Department. 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 
The Court found in answer to the questions. 
seventeen in number, submitted to them that 
the cost of the Lismore was £37,000, of which 
£33,000 had been paid, and that she was in- 
sured for £30,405. The vessel was properly 
constructed, and was in good and sea. 
worthy condition as regards hull, 
machinery and equipment. The vessel was 
manned in accordance with the 
practice for such vessels. The Court 
apse that four men were insufficient, 
and that two extra seamen should be carried 
on such vessels. The miscellaneous cargo 
was secured in a manner reasonably safe for 
rough weather. e cargo, as stowed, left 
the vessel technically stable, but she could 
not be considered safe with such a low 
metacentric height as six inches. The 
amount of cargo was not excessive. Tho 
cargo doors were well secured before the 
vessel left port, and the scuttle and scuppers 
were working properly. The vessel took an 
increased list to port between 8 o'clock and 
midnight, a list which probably was gradual 
at first. The cause of the list the Court de- 
cided to be—(1) the movement of the cattle 
In a seaway; (2) same when the list in- 
creased, and (3) access of water through 
wash port dvors. The vessel did not strike any 
submerged or other wreck or wreckage. The 
principal cause of the disaster was the list 
resulting from the shifting of the cattle. 
The Court found, that the vessel was 
et meta with proper and reasonable care. 
The loss of the vessel was not caused by the 
wrongful act or default of the master or 
other officers. 
To the question—*‘‘ To what person or 
(if any) does blame for the less of 
the vessel attach?” the Court answered :— 
Blame cannot be assigned to any person in 
particular. The principal cause was the 
shifting of the cattle, but the master might 
reasonably have believed that, as they were 
nned in accerdance with the ulations, 
e could assume that all was right in the 
cattle hold or on deck.

PRETENCE CHARGE.

POLICE PENSIONER 
ACQUITTED. 


A remarkable story was told before Judge 
Bates at the Newry Quarter Sessions, when 
John Quinn, a pensioner of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, living near Portadown, was 
charged with collecting money by false pre- 


tences, . 
‘Mr. H. H. Musse, Crown Solicitor, 
prosecuted, and Mr. T. D. Chambers (in- 


structed by Mr. T. DP. Gibson, Portadown), 
defended. 

The case for the Crown was that in July 
and August last the accused collected small 
sums of money in Banbridge . Lisburn and 
Belfast, on the pretence that the money was 
for the p se of sending some Roman 
Catholic children to a home in Dublin, as 
they were in danger of losing their faith in 
Portadown. 

One witness said that Quinn represented to 
him that he was anxious to get the children 
away, as they had to leave Portadown because 
their father was a soldier in the war and had 
served-in the “ Specials.”’ (Laughter.) 

Another witness, a Belfast bread-server, 
named Hamell, stated that he met the accused 
in a shop at Greencastle, where he represented 
that he had served in the Free State forces 
under Major-General McKeon, but the woman 
in the shop. who gave him 2s., said that he 
was more like an old R.I.C. man. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Mussen—That was not a bad guess. 
(Laughter. ) | 

Other witnesses proved that they sub- 
scribed because the accused produced ists 
which contained the names of Catholic clergy- 
men. 

Head-Constabie Dufty said that when he 
saw the accused (with whom he once served) 
after arrest he admitted that letters which had 
been found on him addressed : ''Dear Farrell,”’ 
were a “ fake,”” and said that he wrote them 
himself. 

The accused said that he had to teave Dub- 
lin in 1921 because of the notices that he got 
from the I.R.A., and when he left the Free 
State he left the Catholic Church, too. ( 
coming to Portadown he went with his wife 
(who had been a Presbyterian) ' to meeting 
and church as might be convenient,’ but 
after a time he began to get into a lot of 
trouble over it, and his brother in County 
Longford wrote telling him that it would be 
worse for him if he did not bring up his 
children in the Catholic faith. He accord- 
ingly told his history to the Rev. Dr Toner 
in Portadown, who gave him a letter asking 
any Catholic clergyman that he went to to 
ossikt him in his search for a house in the 
Free State, so that he could save his children, 
and. if possible, get. his wife to come hack 
once more to the Catholic Church. It was in 
view of this, he explained, that he acted as 
he did, and the reason why he used the names 
of Farrell and Donpaghy-funder which he was 
alleged to have collected) was because he was 
a pensioner and might lose his pension if he 
were identified wi act. He was tryme 
to raise the money for his own family. and 
had no intention tó defraud. He had been 
in the. war, was fweénty-five years in the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and served with 
fhe ''Specials,” bat was never in the Free 
State forces. 

The jury acquitted the accused.

A Customs Union. 


According to a message from Kovno a 
very important conference is about to be 
held at Riga. Western Europe knows 
very little about the Baltic Provinces; but 
Europe in general, and Ireland in par- 
ticular, have much to learn from the 
Lithuanians, Letts and Esthonians. 
During the war they were torn asunder. 
For more than three years battles raged 
on their ferritory. Great armies swept 
across the fertile plains which lie 
between the Niemen and the Volga, 
and the lands which had been made 
famous by the Teutonic Knights were 
devastated. Then came the Bolshevist up- 
heaval. Again the Baltic Provinces were 
forced to undergo terrible trials. Nomin- 
ally the Bolsheviks granted them complete 
independence, but in fact every possible 
attempt was made to overthrow them and 
to reabsorb them into the Union of Soviet 
Republics. Lithuania, Latvia and 
Esthonia, stood firm; and, 
although they had differences among them- 
selves, and although Lithuania was com- 
pelled to sacrifice its capital city to the 
Poles, Bolshevism failed to penetrate their 
hastily improvised defences. Now these 
three little States are flourishing. Riga 
once more is one of the busiest ports on 
the Baitic. Windau and Libau are re- 
capturing some of their former prosperity, 
and neither the Russians nor the Poles 
have been able to prevent the Baltic Pro- 
vinees from giving an excellent example 
of industry and enterprise to the whole. of 
Europe, At the conference which will be 
held at the end of next month Lithuania. 
Latvia and Esthonia will try to arrange a 
scheme of general co-operation, and their 
first efforts will be directed towards the 
conclusion of a tripartite Customs Union. 

Many difficulties obstruct the path <f 
such a Union. Like the other little States 
which arose on the ashes of old Europe, 
the Baltic Provinces have. been experi- 
menting in tariffs since the end of the war. 
The achievement of fiscal independence 
was such a novelty that they all proceeded 
iinmediately to raise duties and imposts 
of every conceivable kind against one 
another and against the world in general. 
Now the Baltic Provinces are coming to 
their senses, and, if they can succeed in 
the establishment of a Castoms Union, they 
_will have done immense service to the 
whole Continent. The experiment will be 
peculiarly interesting from the Irish point 
of view. Here in this little island, 
‘which is no bigger than Lithuania, we 
have two distinct Customs systems which 
‘are causing enormous damage to the 
general prosperity of the country. -We 
have had our revolutions and our up- 
heavals-on a small scale, and we- have 
‘shared with other little countries the 
pangs of resurgent nationalism. There is 
no excuse of any kind, however, for our 
economic partition. If the Lithuanians and 
the Letts can contemplate a Customs Union; 
we can achieve it in Ireland. Belfast and 
Dublin have far more in common than 
Riga and Kovno; and they have a great 
deal more to gain through economic unity 
than any of the Baltic Provinces. The 
present Customs frontier merely acts as a 
brake on Irish trade. It is costly, cumber- 
some and irritating, and in similar 
circumstances we do not believe that it 
would be tolerated by any other nation in 
the world. hiris, | 

Political co-operation is the real aim of 
thp Baltic: They realise now that 


however, 
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themselves. The two Irish States are 
in a like position. Political unity in 
Ireland can come only through economic 
beginnings. So long as the Customs barrier 
separates the traders in the North from 
their customers in the South and vice 
versa, there’ will be very little hope of 
real reconciliation between the two 
branches of our people. A Customs Union 
must be the basis of any practicable 
scheme of co-operation between the Free 
State and Northern Ireland. It would 
benefit both communities equally and 
would confer a great blessing on the whole 
country. The Irish Convention failed to 
agree on this question of economic unity, 
and, undoubtedly, there. are formidable 
difficulties in the way of its achievement ; 
but Irishmen ought to have at least as 
much common-sense and as much business 
ability as the Esthonians; and, further- 
more, the situation in this country has 
changed very considerably since 1917. 
If nothing is done now, the Boundary 
Commission wil! produce an award 
which may lead to disaster, and 
certainly will lead to endless dis- 
satisfaction and bitterness. Would it 
be too much to ask both Governments to 
follow the example of the Baltic Pro- 
vinces? The mere announcement that a 
meeting had been arranged to discuss the 
possibilities of a Customs Union would 
change the whole atmosphere of Irish 
affairs. It would prove that at last Irish- 
men on both sides of the border were 
beginning to awaken to their own interests, 
and that statesmanship, after all, was not 
dead in our island. 


Anatole France. 

The death of Anatole France has re- 
moved the greatest literary figure in 
Europe. One not less august and vener- 
alle remains ; but the world-wide influence 
of the Frenchman’s Attic persuasiveness 
and charm has been denied to the Spartan 
genius of Thomas Hardy. It is a supreme 
tribute to Anatole France's powers that 
even in his life-time, among his own 
‘countrymen, they won forgiveness for his 
fearless advocacy of unpopular causes. 
He was anti-militarist, anti-clerical and a 
Socialist; and he ranged himself with 
Emile Zola ‘in ‘the championship of 
Dreyfus. _The novels in which he urged 
these contentious themes were in a large 
measure political that spared 
neither the corruptions of the mighty nor 
the stupidity of the crowd; but the 
pleader’s voice was irresistible. No French- 
man—no educated European—could steel 
his heart against Anatole France's irony, 
his tenderness, his wit, the learning which 
he wore lightly as a flower, the limpid 
style that concealed all the subtlest pro- 
fundities of art. He touched nearly every 
kind of writing—history, philosophy, 
belles lettres, politics—and adorned every- 
thing that he touched. In fiction his voice 
had a hundred notes. “The Crime of 
Sylvestre Bonnard ” can stand beside the 
best in Dickens. “The Red Lily ” may 
rank with “Jane Eyre.” ‘‘ Thais ” re- 
vives the aspect of ancient Alexandria in 
a masterpiece of word-painting. Since the 
death of the great Victorians Anatole 
France, alone among novelists, has created 
characters that have the full dimensions 
of life and will live so long as men speak 
any language at all. There are at least 
two of them—M. Bergeret and the Abbé 
Jerome Coignard. On these, no doubt, 
Anatole France s cosmopolitan fame will 
be based; but in his own country, with 
its intensely domestic spirit, his most 
secure glory will rest, perhaps, on those 
books, like “Penguin Island ” and the 
“Elm Tree’’ series, which are, in effect, 
brilliantly satirical studies in modern 
French history. We may wonder how an 
Irish satirist and ironist, as great as 
Anatole France, would have affected the 
course of Irish affairs during the last forty 
years. We had one tremendous satirist 
in Jonathan Swift, but the Irish mind 
dislikes his intellectual savagery. We have 
another fine satirist in Mr. Bernard Shaw, 
but his Puritan fervour is alien from a 
national temperament which is more Latin 
than English. We think that, if Anatole 
France had been born an Irishman, he, 
more than any Irishman who ever lived— 
‘ve, with his delicate humour, his astonish- 
ing sensitiveness, his tolerant contempt 
of shams, his controlled passion for justice 
and his infinite grace of style—might have

He would have forced us to laugh at our- 
selves and, perhaps, even to be ashamed 
of ourselves.

French Civil Servants. 


The iall in the exchange value of the 
franc has caused a general increase in 
prices in France, and it appears to be 
certain that the cost of living will rise. 
Persons employed by the Government are 
agitating for increased salaries, and on 
Thursday last the officials of the Ministry 
of Finance made the first move in the 
game. They had heard that the Govern- 
ment had decided to settle the question 
in their case by a universal increase of 
1,080. francs, irrespective of grade or length 
of service. In these circumstances. they 
resolved to protest. A large number of 
officials, including many of the senior 
grades, went to the ante-room of the 
Minister of Finance. When they had 
been refused entry they adjourned to 
another room and contented themselves 
with making speeches and passing a reso- 
lution. The only definite result of- the 
demonstration, which was perfectly .orderly,,. 
| was that the-Controller of Indirect Taxa- 
| tion’ fór ‘the Department of’ the Seine, 
who headed. the deputation, was relieved 
of his post. Now the Government has 
evolved a plan. It proposes to grant a 
higher rate of pay to Government 
employés, whose numbers at the same 
time will be reduced by twenty

Labour and Housing. 

During the war unskilled men, skilfully 
directed, carried out vast engineering 
operations such as would solve the housing 
difficulty if they were repeated in time of 
peace. The lines’ of trenches and “ dug- 
outs’’ which surrounded Central Europe, 
constricted in haste and under fire by 
‘conscript soldiers, were equivalent in 
cccommodation to many large towns. Yet 
to-day, six years after the war’s end, 
house-builders, conferring at Leamington, 
are agreed that the chief obstacle to 
the construction of houses for the masses 
is the scarcity of suitably skilled labour. 
One delegate said that no young men 
seemed to have been trained since the war 
for the building industry ; and the Prési- 
dent, Mr. H, R. Selley, observed that the 
principal importance of the new materials 
for house construction was, not their 
cheapness, but the fact that, they required 
less skill in their use. The housing of 
the people is becoming as urgent and vital 
a matter as was military victory six years 
ago, and it is a .amentable thing that 
similar methods are not used to grapple 
with it. During the war not merely did 
unskilled men carry out works which in 
peace are reserved to the master crafts- 
men of many mysteries, but it was found 
possible to train men and women in highly 
skilled industries in a fraction of the time 
that usually is given to apprenticeship. 
When large numbers of lenses were needed 
for periscopes girls were trained, in a few 
weeks, in the art of lens-making, which 
hitherto had been regarded as a craft to 
be acquired only by years of perseverance. 
Bricklaying, it is true, to be sightly as 
well as thorough, calls for a nicety of 
handling that comes only with long 
practice; but the medsure of skill needed 
for the building of houses in concrete and 
the other new materials ought to Le 
acquired in a short time.

- PROVISIONAL ISSUES. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 

The issue of Stanley Gibbons’s priced cata- 
logue of ‘‘Stamps of the British Empire ”’ 
will do something towards stabilising the 
rices of the over-printed stamps of the Irish 
‘ree State, which have hitherto been in a 
rather fluid state and subiect to arbitrary 
fluctuations. It must not be assumed that 
the lists are by any means complete; for we 
find the Saorstát varieties with missing 
accents included at very high prices—such as 
40s. for the 24d., 80s. for the 2s. 6d.. £6 for 
the 10s., and so on—but the varieties with 
the accents and letters added by hand are 
ignored, as well as the long figure 1 in the 
1922 date on the Harrison Saorstát rolls. 
Another very interesting and scarce stamp 
omitted is the first Thom printing of jd. in 
black ink. The 3d. Starstat unused is a rare 
stamp to find in large numbers, and seems 
under-priced at 8d. The Dollard over-prints 
on the three high values are cheaper than the 
Jater Thom prints in blue black, by 5s. or 10s. 
for each value. The rare ‘‘ Pencf’’ error has 
gone up to £6, the first 4d. over-printed in 
carmine is priced at 2s. 6d., and the 2d. (Dce 
Il.) in the Harrison Rialtas roll is placed at 
the fancy figure of 2s. 6d. “The five stamps 
in the ‘‘ wide over-print’’ series are mode- 
rately priced ; and taking the relative scarcity 
of the 2d. and ls. varieties, the wide differ- 
ence in the price of the first (2s. 6d.) and the 
second (5s.) does not appear to be justified. 
The specialists who revel in ‘‘ Controls” will 
find some rare plums in the long series listed, 
especially among the 4d., 9d., 10d. and Is. 
values. Altogether, the list, which covers 
nearly two and a-half pages, including illustra-

Lhe interesting speculation 1s 
whether the Liberals then will be williny 
to let the Conservatives take office; for 
another election on the final defeat of tie 
present Government wouid be impossible. 

Mr. Baldwin was at the Unionist 
Central Office early this morning and 
spent some time in looking over the elec- 
tioneering machinery of the party. ‘There 
will be uve hundred Conservative candi- 
dates, as compared with five hundred and 
thirty-eight at the last election. Thw 
party slogan is to be strong and stable 
government, and it is hoped that it will 
prove effective. It was declared to-day 
that no arrangements had been mace 
between party headquarters concerning 
three-cornered contests, but it is known 
that arrangeménts have been made in 
several constituencies by the local associa- 
tions. 


Mr. Austen Chamberiain.

Disorderly Meetings. 


It is said that the constitutional poli- 
tical associations havé come to the conclu- 
sion that they will not tolerate the dis- 
orderly scenes that were witnessed at many 
election meetings last year. The Act giving 
protection to such gatherings is to be in- 
voked, and, since all that is necessary is 
for the chairman or some other responsible 
person to call the attention of the police 
to the offenders, and thus have them re- 
moved and prosecuted, there is little diffi- 
culty. Few candidates, however, like to 
call in the aid of the police to preserve 
order at their meetings, but it has been 
decided that it must be done if necessary. 
The Act is already being invoked at 
Bristol, and un to now the threat of pro- 
ceedings has. been sufficient to maintain 
order. 


Wemen Electors. 


One of the great features of the Conser- 
vative campaign will be the great number 
of meetings to be held for women electors. 
The Unionist organisers appreciate the 
importance of the women’s vote and wil! 
pay special attention to it during the 
election. There is a very great deman: 
for women speakers to address meetings, 
and at present it is far in advance of the 
supply. Active canvassing, too, is to be 
pursued in the constituencies, so that 
women may realise the importance of 
voting. 


Stock Exchange Speculation. 


On the London Stock Exchange to-day 
the figures given as possibles at the ceneral 
election are three hundred and fiv; Con- 
servatives, two hundred and five Sccialists 
and one hundred and five Liberals. These 
numbers were a kind of catch-word on the 
Exchange to-day, but everybody who re- 
calls the prophecies of the Stock Exchangs 
at the last election will hesitate to follow 
the example; for no body of opinion was 
more out in its calculations. 


Z.R 3. 


The Z.R. ó, the German Zeppelin built 
for the United States, is well on her way 
to America, but it is feared that she may 
meet a great storm in the Gulf of Mexiro. 
Should all go well with the great airship, 
she should arrive at New Jersey to-morrow 
night. To-day, by the way, is the 
anniversary of the most serious Zeppelin 
raid upon this country throughout the war. 
‘* During the night of October 13th, 1915, 
German airships visited Norfolk, Suffolk, 
the home counties and London ” was the 
announcement made by the official report. 
Details could not be given in those davs, 
but the raid made a great impression here. 
It was a ghostly night, being very dar« 
overhead with a slight mist on the ground. 
Bombs were dropped at the back and the 
front of the Lyceum Theatre, which was 
filled with people. The Strand Theatre 
and the Waldorf Hotel were scarred al! 
over with splinters; in Aldwych an omni- 
bus was struck and nearly all the 
passengers were killed. Croydon, a big 
suburb in Southern London, was badly 
injured, and the death roll was consider- 
able. In Norfolk a bomb nearly destroyed 
the East End of Snettisham Church, near 
Sandringham. The casualty list was 
seventy killed and one hundred ani 
twenty-eight injured. If a bomb had 
fallen through the roof of the Lyceum 
Theatre, the death-roll would have been 
enormous. 


Petrol Ersatz. 


Some French scientists claim to have 
discovered a substitute for petrol, which, 
if it possesses the advantages suggested 
for it, will revolutionise motoring and the 
motor mdustry. The revelation was made 
at the Exhibition of Synthetic Motor Fuels 
held at Buc, when the public was able to 
see motors running on petrol which had 
been obtained from lignite coke and 
water. MM. Andry, Bourgeois, and 
Olivier have recently discovered that they 
can make petrol from almost any sub- 
stance containing carbon. The sample witht 
which they have given a conclusive de- 
monstration was made from water and 
lignite coke, a residue which previously 
had hardly any commercial value. Peat, 
coal dust, charcoal dust and sawdust, and 
a number of other low grade combustibles 
may be used. The new process is base«l 
on the water gas method. 


Salonika. 


The gallant deeds and the great sufferings 
endured by the Salonika Army are to be 
celebrated in future years by a muster of 
ex-members of the force in London and 
si the holding of a simple and short 
Memorial Service. The desire for some 
such commemoration comes from the 
ranks, and the officers have expressed 
their keen sympathy with the suggestion.

PROPOSAL BY THE DUKE OF 
NORTHUMBERLAND. 


The Duke of Northumberland, replying to 
a correspondent, who asked for help in reliev- 
ing distress of men of the Newburn Steel

BURNING OF LORD 
KILLANIN’S HOUSE. 


£17,000 COMPENSATION 
AWARDED.

At the Clifden Circuit Court, before he rí 
Wyse Power, Lord Killanin claimed £15, 
for the destruction of Spiddal House, and 
£2,700 for the furniture and effects, on April 
28th of last year. 

‘Spiddal House was one of the most beauti- 
ful residences of its kind in the West of Ire- 
iand. Situated on the sea shore, it com- 
manded a magnificent view of the Atlantic. 

The claimant is the. son of the late Lord 
Morris, and was for a number of years a 
member of the Galway County. Council. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Golding and McDermott, solicitors, Galway}, 
appeared on behalf of the claimant. - Mr. 
Tyrrell (instructed by Mr. L. E. O'Dea, solici- 
tor, Galway) opposed on behalf of the Galway 
County Council; and Mr. R. J. Kelly, State 
Solicitor, Galway, opposed on behalf of the 
Minister of Finance. , 

Mr. FitzGibbon stated that Spiddal House 
formerly belonged to his client’s father, Lord 
Morris, and on his death reverted to. Lord 
Killanin. In 1908 and 1909 Lord Killanin ex- 

nded between £9,000 and £10,000 in beauti- 
ying and renovating the house, and why it 
should have been destroyed was unknown. 
The burning of the house on April 28, 1925, 
was the on Áirc outrage oí a series. The 
servants were taken out and brutally beaten, 
and the chauffeur was waylaid on his way 
home and nearly killed. Lord Killanin was 
forced to leave Ireland and take up a weary 
exile in London, where he was to-day broken 
in health. It would be useless for His Honor, 
if he gave a decree, to state a sum for partial 
reinstatement, for Lord Killanin would never 
again live in Ireland. 

Miss Hopper, the housekeeper, said that on 
the night of the outrage she was awakened 
by shouting, accompanied by the smashing of 
glass. She ran downstairs and saw a number 
of men outside. They demanded admittance.

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STATISTICAL TAX. 
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REVISION OF IMPORT LIST. 


At the monthly meeting oí the Council of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
—Dr. W. Lombard Murphy presiding—cor- 
respondence with regard to the statistical tax 
was considered. 

In reply to a statement from the Chamber 
expressing its opinion that the Customs im- 
port list at present in use ‘should be revised 
at an early date, and asking that the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce should 
confer with the traders concernéd with a view 
to iis simplification, a letter was received 
rom the Ministry stating that the revision 
of the list had been under consideration for 
some time, and that when the draft revised 
list had been prepared the Department would 
be glad to confer with traders :s to its 
suitability. 

The Secretary was instructed to notify the 
Trade Associations to this effect, asking them 
to examine those portions of the list which 
affected them, with a view to making sugges- 
tions for the elimination of less important 
items. 

A letter from the Free State representative 
in Paris, notifying the intention to form an 
Irish Chamber of Commerce in Paris, was 
1ead, and in response to an invitation to the 
Dublin Chamber to appoint a nominee to sit 
on its administrative Council, it was decided 
to submit the name of the President. 

The Committee of the Chamber, which is 
considering the question of the preparation of 
evidence to be given before the Commission 
of Inquiry into National Health Insurance 
and Medical Services, reported that the Trade 
Associations of the city had been consulted, 
and that a statement of evidence, which 
would be given on the 23rd October, was in 
sourse of preparation. ee 

It was reported that ‘the: Minister for 
Justice, who had been approached on the 
subject of the proposal to re-open the Court- 
house at Kilmainham, had replied to ‘the 
effect that this was a matter for the Dublin 
County Council. This body has: been asked to 
receive a deputation from the Chamber on the 
subject. 

The Chamber has been for some time past 
pressing the carrying companies for a reduc- 
tion in their charge fer clearing goods 
through the Customs. A letter had now been 
received to the effect that the: whole question 
of Customs charges by the shipping com- 
panies had been under review, and that owing 
to the fact that the charges had so far failed 
to meet expenses incurred by the various 
companies. it was found impossible to agree 
to any reduction. 

The question. of the recent increase in cross- 
Channel freights was the subject of a con- 
ference between -.representatives of the 
Cliamber and the carrying companies, and, in 
view of the reasons add by the carrying 
companies, the Committee was satisfied that 
the increases were not unreasonable. 

A statement of evidence is being prepared

SHANGHAI DEFENCE 
ABANDONED. 


GENERAL LEAVES THE 
COUNTRY. 


SHANGHAI, Monday. 

Shanghai awoke to-day to the surprising 
news that Lu Yung-hsiang, the Che-kiang 
commander, had fled to Japan. During the 
past three days he had drawn in his lines 
in the South-West and South of Shanghai 
from Tsingpu and Sungkiang to a shorter 
line, resting on the River Whangpu, which 
his gunboats were patrolling. Realising the 
hopelessness of the situation, Lu Yung- 
hsiang boatded a Japanese steamer at 
ó a.m., accompanied by Ho Feng-lin, his 
Chief of Staff and the Chief of Police of the 
Shanghai district, and sailed at daybreak. 

Of course, the news was immediately 
followed by a rush of Chinese from the 
surrounding districts into the foreign settle- 
ment. The volunteers were mobilised again, 
and Rear-Admiral David Murray Anderson, 
senior Naval’ officer in the Yangtze, landed 
a hundred additional men from the Carlisle, 
to guard the Shanghai boundary against the 
possibility of troops breaking loose, but this 
afternoon the situation was more reassuring. 

The Chinese General Chamber of Commerce 
has arranged to keep the troops fully supplied 
with food, and it is understood that Chi-Hsich- 
yuan, the Military Governor of Kiang-su, is 
willing to: bear the expense of repatriating 
Lu's Shangtung troops if the loca] Chinese 
provide rice.—(7'he Times Correspondent).

PRESIDENT’S CALL | 


«TO ACTION, 
HOUSING ACT TO BE. 
EXTENDED. 


President Cosgrave delivered the inaugural 
; address at the opening meeting of the 
Ard Chumann of Cumann na nGaed- 
heal, which was held last night at 
the rooms of the organisation in 
Rutland square, Dublin. 
> spoke of the need of all classes co- 
operating in the work of building up 
the State, and announced that the 
Housing Act would be extended so as 
to allow local authorities to promote 
schemes under its terms. 


PRESIDENT’S REVIEW. 


THE NEEDS OF THE MOMENT. 


President Cosgrave, who was very cordially 
received, said that he supposed that the firet 
business that should occupy their attention 
‘would be some sort of stocktaking of the 
situation, to see what were the needs of the 
moment and how best these needs could be 
served; and then what exactly were the 
duties; the responsibilities of Irish citizen- 
ship,-and what were the political, obligations 
of the moment. 

The needs of thé moment were fairly 
evident to all classes of the community. There 
were those who need not take very particular 
care as to how to-morrow’s meals would come 
or how the rent would be paid. Those were 
the people who paid income tax, some of 
whom contribu towards the super-tax. 
Coming down from those who paid super-tax 
to those who merely paid -income tax, they 
found that it -was expressed on their behalf 
that they were not particularly anxious to 
pay the tax; but if they got results from 
it they regarded it as less objectionable. 
Descending still in the same order, they came 
across some class of people who did not pay 
income tax and who did not look to the 
State. 

They also found those who had got a real 
claim against the State, and for whom the 
State ought to do something. They looked 
for the expenditure to be made in such a way 
that the maximum advantages would be de- 
rived from a minimum expenditure ; and those 
people represented a considerable portion of 
the population that was naturally very criti- 
cal of measures which came before the Parlia- 
ment of the nation. 


HOUSING. 


Now, in that class they would find in the 
City of Dublin a very considerable number 
who looked to the State to remedy their needs. 
Those needs, probably, were better housing 
conditions and more continuous employment. 
The housing conditions left very much to be 
desired, and he learned that day that the 
Minister of Finance had agreed to extend the 
measure, which had met with considerable 
success, to enable municipal authorities 
throughout the country to promote urban 
housing schemes. 

He had learned that some 1,000 houses had 
been constructed, or were in the course of 
construction, since the Housing Act was 
passed, and adding that to the number which 
had been constructed during the last couple 
of years, they found that something like 
3,000 or 4,000 houses had been constructed, 
or in the course of construction since. the 
‘l'reaty was signed, now almost three years ago 
It was not a very large contribution, buat in 
considering it one should bear in mind the 
very high cost of building three years ago and 
the remarkable reduction which had taken 
place since. " ACC 

He was informed that in rural areas the 
cost of a house which was £600 or £700 three 
years ago had come down to £300. within the 
last couple of months. There was consider- 
able satisfaction in that, because it bore a 
very strong relation to the other topic that 
he had mentioned—namely, continuous em- 
ee rg for people who were prepared to 
make a big effort to give value for the money 
that they received, — 


IRISH GOODS. 


Somewhere about 100 or 120 years ago 
there was in the city a very great desire on 
the part of public men, social leaders, and 
those who had any conception of citizenship 
to promote, as far as possible, the purchase 
of Irish manufacture. Those who took an 
interest in the economic situation might have 
observed Press reference to the effect that 
trade balance for some months past had been 
very much against the country; and in any 
State in which the trade balance went against 
the country there ought, in consequence, to 
be a reduction in the value of the currency 
in that country. 

To certain people Irish manufactured 
goods, the trade balance and so on were 
matters of no consequence, but they would 
have to realise that the duties of citizen- 
ship were duties which could not be ignored, 
unless one was willing to witness the down- 
fall of the realisation. 

There were a few people, he thought at 
the present moment, who thought it to be 
the duty of a cumann like that to get from 
every member of the organisation some sign 
of an appreciation of the necessity to pur- 
chase Irish manufactured goods. (Applause.). 
There were many who would ve, that those 
goods were beyond their means, but the time 
must come when either public opinion or 
public demand would bring down the prices, 
so that any person going into thé shop would 
be able to get value for whatever money he 
expended. 

One must make some allowance for Irish 
manufacturers, and one must not wait for 
them to respond—there must be some effort 
on the part of those who boaght, and help 
must be given to the faint-hearted manufac- 
turer who was unequal to the demand of the 
moment.

Centinuing, he said that if they wanted to

-_ OMAGH, Monday. 
Sir Emerson Herdman, K.B-E., presided at 
a meeting of the Joint Unionist Association 
of Fermanagh and Tyrone this afternoon in 


The meeting had before it a semi-official 
offer’ from. the Nationalists that, if the 
Unionists would not nominate any representa- 
tives for the joint constituency, the 
Nationalists would agree to do likewise, and 
thus leave the constituency vacant. 

The Association declined to consider the 
proposal, and decided unanimously to 
nominate two representatives. On the motion 
of Mr. William Coote, M.P., seconded by the 
Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, Northern Minister 
for Agriculture, Mr. J. A. Pringle, K.C., and 
Sir Charles Falls were uganimously selected. 

Mr. Pringle, who was received with rounds 
of applause, said that he again felt very much 
honoured in being iata, with Sir Charles 
Falls, to contest the constituency in the 
Unionist interests, and he was much pleased to 
accept their kind invitation. (Cheers.) On 
the last occasion the Unionists made a very 
substantial poll, and he believed that they 
would do much better this time. The pro- 
spects of success were excellent. (Applause.) 

An apology was received from Sir les 
Falls, who is engaged in connection with“the 
revision of the voters’ list in County Fer- 
managh, but it was stated that he would 
accept nomination. 

In Unionist circles the selection of the two 
candidates has caused great satisfaction, and 
the Unionist organisations in the counties are 
working at high pressure making arrange- 
ments for the election, which promises to 
prove historic. | 

There is great perturbation in Nationalist 
circles in Tyrone over the threat of Mr; de 
Valera to run two candidates, and it is stated 
that neither Mr. Harbison nor Mr. Healy, 
who have taken their seats in the British 
House of Commons, will be recognised as 
Republican candidates by Mr. de Valera. 
Several hurried conferences have been held, at 
which the situation has been anxiously dis- 
cussed, but no decision has been reached. The 
prospect of an Hibernian candidate is not 
taken seriously. ; 

This evening a meeting was held at which 
Messrs. Harbison and Healy, retiring M.P.’s, 
were in conference with prominent Nationalists 
for several hours. They declined to make any 
statement as to the result of their delibera- 
tions. 

Mr. Harbison, when questioned by Press 
representatives, said that any intervention 
by any party which would mean a split of 
the Nationalist vote would be strongly 
resented. 

The Hibernians in the Omagh district state 
that they will oppose any proposal by the 
Hibernian organisation to run a candidate. 
The view is freely expressed in Nationalist 
circles that, now when the Boundary Bill is 
passed and the Commission must be set up, 
further representation in the British Parlia- 
ment is not a matter of serious concern for 
the Nationalists of Tyrone and Fermanagh, 
and that in their opinion no candidates should 
be nominated. 


POSSIBLE “ WITHDRAWAL."*

Doubtless, 
a determined effort will be made during the 
next week by the more active Nationalist 
elements in the constituency to prevent a 
three-cornered contest. The name of Mr. J. 
D. Nugent is still mentioned as Hibernian 
candidate. 

In the course of an interview last night, Mr. 
de Valera stated that the present intention 
of. the Standing Committee of Sinn Fein was 
to contest. all the constituencies in the six- 
county area, the object being to prevent mis- 
representation of the national feeling in the 
country by the attendance of the Irish repre- 
sentatives in a foreign Parliament. It was 
the only way they had available at 
moment. A plebiscite ad hoc would be the 
only true method, just as a plebiscite of the 
whole island was the only way of proving 
decisively what the national will really was. 

“I would like to repeat,’’ Mr. de Valera 
said, ‘‘ that the Republicans have always been 
ready to accept the result of a free plebiscite. 
What I mean by a free plebiscite is a plebis- 
cite taken under conditions which would make 
it evident that coercion by a foreign Power, 
for example, by threat of war was absent.”’

LABOUR CANDIDATE REFUSED 
A HEARING, 

The opening of the election campaign in 
West Belfast, where Sir Robert Lynn, the 
Unionist candidate, is opposed by Mr. H.

Mr. Midgley had taken the bold course of 
announcing that his first meeting would be 
held in Sandy Row, the stronghold of 
Orangeism.

COMMUNIST HOPES. 


RIGA, Monday. 

Soviet politicians are already busy pro- 
phesying as to the results of the British elec- 
tions. Stekloff, the editor of the Jsvestia, 
considers that the Labour Party has hardly 
a chance of victory. An absolute majority 
for Labour is more than doubtful, and even a 
considerable relative gain is unlikely. It is 
more probable that the Unionists will return 
to power, and possibly with a majority over 
all other parties. 

Whichever way the election goes it will 
lead to Communism. If Labour wins, an era 
of radical reforms must begin immediately, 
and if the Conservatives come into power, 
class hatred will increase, and Communism 
will so be aided.

THE MOST IMPORTANT

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article upon electoral oratory, observes :—At 
this election, ad at the last, there will be 
hosts of trivial matters raised which ought 
scarcely ever to decide a vote. We are 
engaged in settling the political fate of the 
country for the next few years, at any rate, 
and it would be ludicrous, if it were not 
disgraceful, to allow our votes to turn upon 
some personal or local grievance, or upon 
the interests of some particular profession, 
trade, or occupation. Lord Salisbury once 
said that the secret of proportion in judging 
of a celebrated foreign controversy lay in 
using large maps.. The same thing is really 
true of politics as a whole. If we make 
for ourselves a large map of-the field of 
politics we shall see how very small 
our local or sectional grievances looks upon 
it. No doubt, there are before the 
electors to-day. a number of questions 
which would occupy large spaces on such 
a map. Neither unemployment, nor housing, 
nor the Dawes agreement, nor the Russian 
Treaty, nor the relations between the con- 
stituent parts of the Empire, nor the prin- 
ciples at issue in the Campbell case can be 
considered in any way small ‘matters, All 
these are important questions, and many votes 
on one side or the other will be decided by 
each of them. But there is a deeper issue 
still, an issue which cuts nearer to the root of 
things—whose decision, in fact, goes a long 
way towards deciding all the others. 

Mr. Wheatley the other day declared that 
'“he believed we are entering on a political 
class war,” and he called upon his hearers 
‘not to shirk that issue.” If ever there was 
a time in our history when claso divisions 
wére dangerous—and there never has been 
one when they were not—the — is such 
a time above all others. We have upon our 
shoulders the stupendous task of recovering 
from the greatest of all wars and iebuilding 
in a shattered world that intricate and deli- 
cate structure of international commerce 
without whieh this country cannot continue 
to exist. To talk about class war in such a 
situation is little short of criminal lunacy. 

The Conservatives should show that they 
stand for’ an active and sincere spirit of 
loyalty, comradeship and unity, and a cheer- 
ful facing of whatever sacrifices such a spirit 
involves, whether between the officers of in- 
dustry and their rank and file or between the 
compopent parts of the British Empire.

$110,000,000 is being offered for subscription 
in the United States this morning. The Loan 
bears interest at 7 per cent., but the sinking 
fund provisions are somewhat different, re- 
demption beginning earlier here than in New 
York, although both issues will be finally 
repaid in twenty-five years. 

The issue of the £3,000,000 French portion 
will be of a historic character; for a German 
Loan has not been dealt. in on the Paris 
Bourse for more than half a century. It is 
understood that the various sterling issues 
will be merged in one issue after a certain 
lapse of time. The Swedish issue, to be in 
kronet, will be taken. by a holding company, 
which will issue its own securities to the 
public.

THE SUPREME COUNCIL'S 


APPEAL. 
JERUSALEM, Monday, 

About ten days ago the Moslem Supreme 
Council here telegraphed to all Moslem States 
and representative organisations asking them 
to send deputies to Jeddah to intervene be- 
tween the Hedjaz and Nejd forces, and in- 
timating that it (the Council) would send a 
delegate when it had _ receivéd positive 
answers. A reply has been received from 
the Indian Caliphate Committee, which says: 
“We desire bloodshed to stop in the sacred 
lands. We are endeavouring to obtain a 
permit to proceed to the Nejd and Hedjaz. 
The attainment of peace depends on every- 
thing being left to a general Moslem Con- 
ress. 
” Said Bakri Pasha, President of the Rabita 
Eastern Association of Egypt, cables :—‘* We. 
have received your esteemed telegram, and 
will meet to make the necessary decisions.” 
The Prime Minister of Iraq has replied :— 
“We are working through diplomatic 
channels.’’ 


FEARS OF LOOTING, 


From THE Press ASSOCIATION CORRESPONDENT. 
JEDDAH, Monday. 

In the course of an interview with the 
President of the Council of Notables I was 
informed that the Wahabis have advanced 
on Mecca, and have taken up a position 
astride the Jeddah-Mecca route, which enables 
them to restrict communications anl sup- 
plies. Many hundreds of residents of Mecca 
have already fled from the city, and are 
making for Jeddah, where the question of 
food and water supplies may become serious. 

In order to avoid bloodshed in Merva, the 
remaining Hedjaz forces, with K.ag Ali, 
have moved down to the small fertile town 
of Hadda, between Jeddah and Mecca. 

It is feared in some quarters that blood- 
shed and pillage, such as occurred at Taif re- 
cently, will occur, but at present the Govern- 
ment authorities are doing everything 
possible to prevent this. 

Attempts to negotiate with the Wahabi re- 
presentatives have failed. Four messengers 
were despatched from Mecca with letters 
offering terms for the immediate cessation of 
hostilities, but these messengers were 
captured, although one later escaped and 
returned to Mecca. 

These offers were unceremoniously turned 
down and the letters destroyed, and it is 
now, therefore, assumed that Mecca will be 
besieged. 

The failure of these attempts to negotiate 
with the Wahabis has caused _ increased 
anxiety among the general population 

I am further informed that the Hedjaz’s 
Government steamer, which left Jeddah fot 
Akaba for troops prior to King Hussein's 
abdication, is due here about five days hence, 
with some 700 troops fairly well armed. 

King Hussein had intended to employ these 
troops against the Wahabis, but it is now 
feared that the doubtful character of these 
troops will increase the possibilities of loot- 
ing. In view of the development of thé 
situation, the inhabitants are looking to the 
outside world to prevent uanecessary loss of 
life and pillage. 


VILLAGE POST OFFICE 
ATTACKED. 


HOT CHASE BY CIVIC GUARD, 

The Civic Guards at Croghan, County Ros- 
common, with others from  Carrick-on- 
Shannon, unsuccessfully chased a gang of men, 
who, it is said, paid a visit in a motor car 
to the village of Croghan on Saturday night. 

They first tried to force an entry to the 
logal post office and the shop of Mr. Beirne 
by smashing a window. Mr. Beirne, arming 
himself with a pitchfork, opposed them and 
they retreated. Entering their car again they 
drove towards Carrick-on-Shannon, robbing 
two men, it is alleged, on the way. 

At this time the Croghan Guards were in- 
formed of their exploits and took up the chase 
on bicycles, and later in a motor car. Neat 
Carrick-on-Shannon they saw a car go in the 
direction of Boyle, and with a number ol 
the Carrick Guards they followed it. 

When they overtook it, near Knockvicar, 
the driver, a man who was known to the 
Guards, told them that he had passed another 
car which had turned off the main road. The 
Guards returned and continued the search, 
but up to yesterday afternoon no arrests had 
been reported.

IN GLASGOW. 


NO APOLOGIES TO. 
OFFER. 


THE RUSSLAN LOAN 
DEFENDED. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald delivered his first 
speech im Labowr’s election ce mn at 
Glasgow last night. During his journey 
from Lender to the North he was cordially 
greeted en rowie, and at Glasgow was hailed 
by great crowd, which cheered him 
ly. 
. Macdonald’s audience numbered ap- 
wards of three thowsand, and several 
theusands of people unable to obtain admis- 
sion listened te the speech as it was broad- 


cast from the hall. 


ACCEPTING THE CHALLENGE. 

Mr. Macdonald, who was given a tre- 
mendous reception, said that he did net 
apologise for the present situation. When 
cur opponents laid their heads together and 
flung the glove of challenge at the feet of 
the. Labour Gevernment, he said, never in 
all my life did I do a thing with greater 
alacrity than pick up that glove. 1 am sorry 
that they did not allow us to take more out 
of this Parhament. The Government did not 
want an election, and Í am perfectly certain 
the country did not. When we came into 
power we found the country in chaos, the 
name of Great Britain lower in international 
reputation than even the Russian rouble. 


But a minority, at the mercy of a combina- Í 


tion at any day, took upon itself the re- 
sponsibility to do the nation’s work, and 
only by a decree of combined Liberalism and 
Toryism have we been prevented from going 
om with that work. When we started our 
opponents stood aloof and did not imterfere. 
Probably they were foolish enough to believe 
their own prophecies, and thought that all 
they had to do was to give us enough rope 
to hang ourselves. They have discovered 
that the rope they gave us is going 
round their own necks, and not 
round ors. (Cheers. } They became 
uneasy, and scoured the whole political field 
to discover prejudices and stunts against us. 
They made up their minds that by the end of 
this month or the beginning of next our doom 
was to be finally sealed; but they could not 
trust each other. The Libetals were afraid 
that the Tories would step in first, and the 
Tories were not quite sure whether the patient 
oxen had come to the end of their patience 
and whether they would unite with the Tories 
to defeat us.” 

A resolution was put down regatding the 
Russian Treaty to come up in November, con- 
tinued Mr. Macdonald, but in the meantime 
the stant Press discovered that the Govern- 
ment had been tampering with justice. 
(Laughter and cheers.) had never 
heard of the days of the Curragh Camp 
rebellion amd had forgotten all about the last 
escapade of a Tory Government in deporting 
ntish citizens to Ireland. (Loud cheers.) 
The Tories, to make certain that no more 
good would come out of the Labour Govern- 
ment, ran away from their own resolution, 
joined hands with their historical enemies, the 
Liberals, brought the Government down, and 
then blamed it for creating a general election. 
(Laughter and theers.) e people of this 
country would never be such fools as to be 
taken in by such things. 


NO ALTERNATIVE GOVERNMENT. 


When the Labour Government was defeated 
Parliament could not produce an alternative 
(jovernment. The Tories could not have taken 
office except to dissolve. Why did they not 
consider before they made up their minds to 
that unholy marriage with the Liberal Party 
that the moment the Labour Government was 
defeated the House of Commons must come to 
an end, because no alternative Government 
was possible’ (Cheers.) The opponents of 
the Labour Government pretended that they 
were concerned with public interests. Sup- 
posing that the Government had stuck to office 
after the events of last week, who could doubt 
that as soon as the short vacation 
had finished and Parliament met at the 
end of this month the Government would 
have been down in the course of a few days’ 
Every party would have been preparing for 
an election that could not have been delayed 
for one month. ‘There would have been ún- 
certainty, turmoil and strife just at the time 
when trade began to pick up. It would have 
meant six or seven weeks of fighting and the 
smashing of the Christmas trade, seriously 
hampering the position of every shopkeeper. 
So iar as the Labour Government was con- 
cerned, it cared too much for the public in- 
terest to be a party to that sort of thing, 
and, therefore, the moment thev were de- 
feated in the first move they said, “ If you 
have to have partisan fighting it is not a 
question of debate, but a mere question of 
noses. We cannot put up more than two 
hundred and you can put up three or four 
hundred. Since you have laid your heads 
together to end the Labour Government the 
sooner we go to the nation the better.’’ 
(Loud cheers.) He, therefore, had no apolo- 
gies to offer. 

Alluding to the Campbell prosecution, Mr, 
Macdonald said: tnat there had never been « 
Government but which, when politicai pro- 
secutions were considered, took into account 
what the effect would be of those prosecu- 
tions upon the national interest. He defied 
the lawyers of the other parties to deny that.

He had a most profound confidence in his 
Attorney-General, and the Attorney-General!

him. (Laughter.) His (the Prime Miniater’s) 
view was that the prosecution should not 
have been undertaken. There, so far as he 
vas concerned, the matter ended, and the 
other side knew that perfectly well. They 
were still twisting and twining and exerting 
their imaginations to show that personal con- 
siderations or party considerations intervened. 
That was absolutely untrue. No pressure was 
brought to bear of a personal kind or of a 
party kind. The one thing that -wag con- 
sidered was the national interest, and every- 
thing that was done was done in accordance 
with precedent, and the lawyers on the other 
side knew that perfectly well. 


A DISTURBING PHENOMENON. 


“They do not want truth, they want 
votes,’ said Mr. Macdonald, “ and they are 
net too scrupulous as to how they get them.” 
‘Lhe two great parties, professing to be funda 
menteliy opposed because the Labour Govern 
ment was in existence, were going down on 
their knees to each other, making their 
arrangement to withdraw this candidate and 
that candidate. Labour had arisen. The 
masses whose duty it was to obey and be 
governed were at last showing that they could 
issue .orders and that they could govern. 
(Cheers.) ‘‘ Have we done any wrong, even 
from their point of view?’ asked the Premier. 
What is the matter? They do not like us. 
jhey are afraid of us. There is something 
uncanny about us. The world has taken au 
lurch, and this extraordinary phenomenon o! 
a Labour Government that did not fail—this 
Labour Government that has gained the 
confidence of the nation—that is the disturb. 
ing phenomenon of the day, making Liberai 
and Torv alike glance at each other 
with half-affectionate glances, because a 
commor fear has come into their hearts that 
at last a new heir has been born to the 
hallowed throne that they had been occupying. 
It is our success that is our trouble. Had we 
made a mees of things how happy they would 
have been. If I had made a mess of Europe, 
if my friend Wheatley had made a mess of it, 
we would not have been out. They would 
have given us a much longer tether. 

The Government, he ed, were accused 
of one thing—the Russian Treaty. They 
caw a Liberal statesman throwing with lavish 
hands into Russia a hund million pounds 
to promote civil war, but Mr. Lloyd George, 
declared the Premier, had not learned much 
gince he made a fool of himself in Paris over 
reparations. Supposing the first instalment 
of the loan was ten million pounds, that ten 
millions would become a credit for Russian 
orders in (Great Britain, and would not leave 
this country at all. I want capital for British 
industries, he continued.

MONEY RECEIVED AS TRUSTEE. 

Further evidence was given at the London 

Mansion House Police Court yesterday, in 
the case in which Stanley Bruce Knowles 
Harrison, underwriter, is alleged to have 
converted to his own use and benefit sums 
amounting to £3,679, which he had received 
as trustee under various agreements. The 
summons was issued at the instance of the 
Corporation of Lloyds. 
_A chartered accountant now gave evidence 
of anditing the books of various syndicates 
for which Harrison acted as agent, and, as 
a result, calling upon the members of the 
syndicates to provide further security. 

The witness, replying to prosecuting 
counsel, said that had !.e known what the 
position was in March, 1923, he would have 
talled upon the defendant to find at least 
another £54,000 on behalf of his syndicates. 


In October, 1923, the witness carried ont 
a special ‘investigation into the affairs of the 
syndicate, and for this purpose it was neces- 
sary to inspect the books of Harrison, Reid 
and Go. For the first time at this investiga- 
tion, a number of books was disclosed. They 
were found in Mr. Harrison's Office, and 
they ‘showed that in July, 1921, Harrison, 
Reid and “Co. owed the syndicate £5,419. 
The heating was adjourned-until Thursday.

‘* The miners in the camp in the days of 
the ‘ roaring "49,’ threw gold nuggets at her 
as reward for relieving the monotony of their 
lives by entertaining them, and her father 
was advised to send her to New York to be 
educated with a view to a stage career. 

“ He acted on this advice, and from the 
moment she went on the stage she was a 
great success, and was the star of America 
for ten years.

BRADPORD, Monday. 

The sound of cheering drew me from the 
church in time to see an aged Yorkshire 
woman, Mrs. Pinfold, af 24 Wigan street, 
Westgate, Bradford, throw away her crutches, 
walk to the kerb, and climb unaided into a 
waiting motor car. Her face was flushed, and 
in her eyes shone the light of hope, as though 
to say: “I have faith I shall get .strong 
again,” and then she fell back exhausted, 
triumphant and all smiles. As the car crawled 
away the crowd of a thousand strong, waiting 
outside St. Margaret’s’ Parish Church, 
Firzinghall, this morning, cheered itself 
hoarse, and sang the Doxology. I saw her 
in her home afterwards. She is 60 years of 
age. For my benefit she walked twice round 
the kitchen table, upright and without the 
aid of crutches. 

For the last two years, she told me, she 
has walked in great pain, bent double, suffer- 
ing from chic arthritis. '' And now, 
lad, I'll walk again to the polling booth if 
needs be. I'll always have a limb. My other 
leg has been stiff for twelve years. I went 
to the church to-day because [ wanted to be 
able to walk. I felt if Il could walk I could 
hold my own with the youngsiers. I don't 
remember getting into the car, but I re 
member walking to it, and the cheering.”’ 

The first case arrived at the church short! 
after eight o'clock. Cars drew up in quick 
succession, each with a case on board. Men 
were carried shoulder-high whose faces, arms, 
hands and legs twitched as they shuffled to 
the entrance; grey-haired youths, crippled 
from infancy, and young women with shining, 
happy faces and di torted, shrunken limbs; 
mothers with their children, epileptics, 
stretcher cases with unseeing eyes and ashen 
features, ech with a blue ticket of admission 
—in other words, the '' living dead.” 

A faint rumbling, a softly played ‘‘ Abide 
with me,” filled the church. The afflicted 
filled the vestry and lined the pews, while Mr. 
Hickson, the layman healer, quietly assumed 
command, instructing the stewards, the white- 
capped nurses, to do this and that, whispering 
words of encouragement. Then he spoke. 

“1 am the instrument. Behind our cor- 
porate act of faith is the power of Christ. t or 
where there are people branded incurables by 
science it shows the need for something more 
than scientific methods. 1 believe the world 
to-day is having its spring-clean. Nothing 
is hidden that shall not be revealed. Kvil is 
being brought to the surface to be destroyed, 
and when the spring-clean is through there 
will be a world fit to live in. I dare to ask 
you to come here to-day, to travel long dis- 
tances, to endure suffering, because 1 know | 
am sure that Jesus Christ is going to touch 
you. Í have been criticised—supposng there is 
no healing, what then! I ask you, if your 
prayers are unanswered immediately. do you 
lose faith? Faith is more than uu. vilectual 
belief. It is the gift of God. Ii in the 
heart and not in the head.’’ 

Then began the laying-on of hands. One by 
one they were blessed. A soothing voice to 
them, and two strong hands rested lightly on 
their foreheads. One by one on stretchers, 
in chairs, and on crutches they were conveyed

| gently to the reception marquee outside the 


church, Meanwhile the congregation of 
friends and relatives knelt in prayer for hour 
after hour. The healer carried on his ministry, 
the Bishop of Bradford, Dr. Peronne, who has 
given official countenance to the campaign, 
following. He, too, laid on hands and blessed 
the afflicted. Doctors were in the congre- 
gation.

LIGHT AEROPLANES.

RESULT OF RECENT TESTS IN 
ENGLAND. 

The British Air Minist announce :— 

The two-seater dual control light aeroplane 
competition, which concluded at Lympne on 
October 4th, has resulted in the production 
of new aeroplanes apd engines of extreme 
interest and value from a practical and 
technical point of view. The aeroplanes, 
which were all widely divergent in design, 
proved themselves to be thoroughly efficient 
and satisfactory, and the power plant showed 
itself capable of carrying out all the tests 
prescribed, including the 10 hours’ reliability 
test. On the other hand, it was found neces- 
sary to run the engines at such a high speed 
in order to secure the maximum competition 
performance, that a loss of reliability was 
the inevitable result. 

The Air Ministry is, therefore, reviewing 
the whole of the engine position with a view 
to obtaining the necessary technical data, 
free from the adverse conditions inherent in a 
competition of this nature. 

The Air Ministry considers that the results 
so far achieved warrant the formation of a 
small number of light aeroplane clubs, but 
does not feel justified in recommending the 
adoption of any existing types of dual control 
aeroplanes for the use of such clubs until the 
engine question has been further explored. It 
will, therefore, be necessary for prospective 
members, or, in the case of clubs which are 
formed, the active members, to realise that 
some delay must unavoidably occur before 
clubs can be fully equipped. Those interested 
will be kept fully informed of developments 
in order that they can arrange their definite 
programmes as early as possible.

* CATHERINE.”

THOUGHT-READING AT 
THE ROYAL. 
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The musical play “Catherine,” which is 
bein ed in the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, this week, by a Robert -Courtneidge 
Company, takes the story of the consort of 
Peter the Great, not that greater and by far 
more interesting character, the second 
Catherine of Russia. For as play of this 
description, little is required in the way of 
plot or character study. Probably the com- 
pilers prefer not to be hampered b detail 
of historical evidence. aaa eager while 
the achievements and intrigues of Catherine 
the Second are fit matter for poetic drama on 
a grand seale, a London Gaiet Theatre 
success was more easily made out of the story 
of the humble origin and s ing rise of 
the woman whom Peter the Great. took to the 
Throne of the Empire that he was making 


Catherine, a programme note reminds us, 
was brought up in the family of a Protestant 
minister at Marienburg, and fell into the 
hands of the Russians at the capture of that 
town, in 17060. was taken to Moscow 
by General Menshikoff, in whose house she 
attracted the attention of Peter. As his 
consort, she aided him in = great plans for 
making Russia a power in Europe. 

The. a oh ne, first, coming 
before Frecehikott in the camp outside Marien- 
burg and her captivation of the commander ; 
then, on the eve of marriage with the general ; 
and, lastly, the winning of Catherine by Peter. 
The palace scenes afford striking . stage 
pictures, in which the gaily-clad courtiers, 
soldiers and dancers, form an element. 

Tchaikowsky’s music is adapted for the 
purposes of this play. It should not be 
imagined that the success. won 
ing use of Schubert’s music )n ' i 
has been repeated. In “Lilac Time 
choice of the music was appropriate, and the 
application of it was artistic im the extreme. 
The music used im “Catherine” imoludes a 
great deal of Tchaikowsky’s worst music, and 
the introduction of some of the finer strains 
here and there is: neither appropriate. nor 
artistic. Those . who go, caring for 
Tchaikowsky’s greatest music, will be dis- 
appointed or offended; and others, who do 
not know his music, will not be won to 
favour it. | 
The main incidents of the story are eked 
out with episodes of inferior comedy. 
‘*Catherine”’ might be a fair evenings en- 
tertainment when performed by a con- 
spicuously clever company, including comedy 
actors of the first class. Perhaps some mem- 
bers of the present company were prevented 
from displaying a natural talent by anxiety 
to keep close to the mannerisms of their 
models in the original London company. The 
compilers of the “ book "’ seem to have left 
a great deal to the players; the various parts 
are but sketchily drawn. London audiences 
mav have been interested to see players with 
well-known names filling in the blanks in 
their own popular ways. | pee 

Fortunately the two AIS 's singing parts 
are in competent hands. Miss Sylvia Cecil 
(Catherine) gave her music with a flourish, 
and Mr. Roy Russell (Menshikoff) supported 
her efficiently.

He said that the adoption of Christian moral 
principles was dangerous, and that the Com- 
munist Party could not expel women com- 
rades, because they lived with two or more 
men at the same time, since this fact fitted in 
with the higher principles of Communism.

THE SIR RICHARD SQUIRES 
CASE, 
VERDICT OF THE SUPREME

SPEECHES DICTATED 
ON SPECIAL TRAIN.

INDIANAPULAS, Monday. 

Mr. Davis, the Republican candidate for 
the Presidency and the ex-Am r to 
London, this week-end entered the last lap of 
his campaign. His three months’ travels wil! 
total 20, miles. 

The terrific strain is apparent, as I could 

see when I accompanied him. He confessed 
to me that the campaign is too long, and 
thought the shorter British campaigns secured 
equal results. He is greatly interested in the 
prospects of the British election. 
* The special train consists of an observation 
car, used as a study, where Mr. Davis worked 
continuously on his speeches. There is a bed- 
toom and a big diningroom for six, and a 
special kitchen. There are sixty people in 
the party. 

The travelling office is piled with literature, 
and six typewriters with duplicators issue. 
speeches and statements. A staff of clerks 
and correspondents all have private bunks. 

Mr. Davis's personal attendants include a 


| doctor and a throat specialist, and Jim 


Culien, the trainer. ' 

Every morning and every night Mr. Davis 
does Swedish drill and is massaged, and is 
waiched over as though he were a baby. He 
wuyek yolfs on Sundays. 

e travelled West from New York for 
twenty hours,.and Mr. Davis made two way- 
side speeches, the people crowding round in 
the sunshiné. There was an afternoon meet- 
ing of 3.000 at Richmond. 

We went on again in the evening to 
Indianapolis—a town of 300,000 people, with 
skyscrapers, skysignus, public buildings, 
university buildings, as big as those of Leeds 
or Liverpoolk—an amazing revelation of 
development to those who think of the Middle- 
West as rural. | 

Mr. Davis here roused an audience of 
10,000 to constant cheering. The doors and 
windows were en, and there were crowds 
outside. Amplifiers carried his voice along 
the street. The audience included many 
women, few wearing hats, and all in summer 
frocks, for tht weather is hot. 

Every ‘sentence of Mr. Davis’s references 
to Woodréw Wilson and Anglo-Saxon friend- 
ship and peace were cheered. It seemed that 
Wilsonism would be a finer plank here than 
any in the platform and that it might win 
the election itself. 

Disarmament, said Mr. Davis, was not 
enough. There must be a forum for reconcilia- 
tion and healing. 

A climax of cheering greeted his sentence 
that ‘‘the American people hold to their 
hearts closer than any other emotion a burn- 
ing, vivid desire to do their part with other 
nations in banishing for ever the scourge of 
war.”’ 

He attacked the Government’s claim to be 
a business. Government, and called on the 
business men to defend the Constitution from 
both Coolidge and Lafollette. 


FIGHT IN A TRAIN. 


ARMED POLICE QUELL RIOT IN 
INDIA. 


MADRAS» Monday. 

As a result of the provocation offered by 
rowdy characters travelling in the special trains 
thronged with Moslem hvliday makers on the 
occasion of the prophet’s birthday, a serious 
disturbance occurred last night at a railway 
station outside Madras. 

There had been much stone-throwing along 
the railway throughout the day, and the 
il]-feeling came to a head at night, when the 
Moslems in the trains and the local Hindu 
populace fought a two-hours’ battle with 
stones and ar handy missiles and weapons 

There were many injured, but no deaths are 
reported. . 

Armed police finally restored order after 
firing in the air. Doors and windows in the 
train and other railway property were 
smashed. Everything is now quiet.—(7imes 
telegram.)

FIGHTING IN SPANISH ZONE. 
TANGIER, Monday. 

All communications between Tangier and 
Tetuan ceased to-day owing to fighting on 
the road inside the Spanish zone. The Wad 
Ras tribe—through whose territory’ the 
Tangier-Tetuan road passes—report that they 
have arrested an Englishman, who was oc- 
companied by two natives. The Englishman 
is said to have stated that he was on his way 
to visit Abdel Krim, the Rifi leader. He has 
been conducted to the residence of the Chief 
of the Wad Ras tribe, who will judge whether 
he should be allowed to proceed or to be 
turned back. Apparently he is in no danger 
whatever. i 

After capturing the post of Buharratr—in 
the Beni Ider country, fourteen miles south- 
west of Tetuan—the tribesmen disarmed the 
Spanish garrison of nearly four hundred men, 
and allowed them to depart for Tetuan. The 
Jabals (mountain tribes) are taking no pri- 
soners owing to the difficulty of housing and 
feeding them, and are assisting the Spanish 
garrisons of evacuated or captured posts to 
retire to Tetuan or other Spanish bases.— 
(Times telegram.)

CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 
A German company has offered to build for 
Turkey an ultra-modern submarine. . 
Since the Versailles ‘Treaty forbids the 
construction. of submarines in Germany, a 
group of German shipbuilders have evad 
the T'reaty stipulations by moving their com- 
bined submarine plants and their skilled 
pesronnel to other countries. As for exa: nie : 
The Diesel submarine motor plant to 
Schaffhausen, Switzerland ; i 

The Tudoe electrical battery factories to 
Sweden and Santander, Spain ; 

The Goertz periscope works to Vanloo, 
Holland; 

The submarine.gun and torpedo factory to 
Stockholm; and 

The steel structural plant to Barcelona. . 

The Germans, in this manner, are keeping 
their skilled submarine pesronnel intact, and 
continually carrying out research work and 
testing new inventions. 

Th. submarine will be shipped to Turkey 
separately from these several plants, it is 
reported, and will be assembled here by 
German mechanics. 

As these suln ‘ine factories in Sweden, 
Holland, and Switzerland are very extensive, 
the German; boast that they can assemble 
and send to sea a large fleet of submarines 
within several weeks. 

In the same way German agents are offering 
here the latest type of dirigibles, built in 
Seville or Stockholm, or Akron, Ohio, by 
skilled operatives from the Friedrichshafen 
works. 

Krupps are also offering all types of arma- 
ment, built in the Swedish factory; and 
Vulcan and Blohm and Voss are also offering 
armaments and warships from their new 
Barcelona plants. | 

The German agents are positive that the 
personnel of the submarine, Zeppelin, and 
aeroplane industries has been kept almost 
entirely intact by t se subterfuges. As a 
result, it is noticeable that German prestige 
in Eastern saw and Russia has bean 
greatly increased,

BRITISH GENERAL’S ESCAPE. 


When the Labour Party decided to go to 
the country, General Spears, the late mem- 
ber for Loughborough, and his wife were in 
America. News has come to hand that they 
have both had a miraculous escape from in- 
jury, and perhaps death, in a railway smash 
near Los Angeles, when on their way back to 
England. 

The General writes:—‘‘We were in an 
awful railway smash at Los Angeles. The 
electric car we were in ran over open points 
into a stationary engine and telescoped. Every- 
one in the big car (in America cars are long 
with a big gangway down the centre) was 
injured, most of them badly. The broken 
glass caused ghastly injuries. I saw we were 
running into the thing in time to fling myself 
before Mrs. Spears, and perhaps. because of 
the fact that we were jammed together we 
escaped serious injury, being the only two in 
the car to do so.”’

CANADA AND SOUTH AFRICA 
AGREE. 
OTTAWA, Monday. 


The Canadian Government has received a 
communication from the Government of South 
Africa asking if the preferential duties 
accorded to Australia under the new trade 
agreement, will be applied automatically to 
South Africa, : 

A reply has been sent by the Canadian 
Government to the effect that the produce 
manufacturers of South Africa will receive 
the full preference granted to Australia. In 
effect this means that the new preferential 
rate admitting raisins and dried currants to 
Canada, free of duty, compared with a duty 
of three cents a pound from non-British 
countries, applies also to South Africa, which 
affords Canada the same preference granted 
Great Britain. Hitherto South Africa has 
exported a comparatively negligible quantity to 
Canada, but the new agreement may stimulate 
exports to the expense of the United States, 
whence the main Canadian supplies have 
hitherto been received.—(Reuter. )

RIFLE SHOOTING.

IMPERIAL CHALLENGE 
SHIELDS, 


Until the results of the-shooting in the over- 
seas Dominions are received it is not possible 
to announce the winners of the Senior and 
Junior Imperial Shields, shot for under the 
auspices of the National Rifle Association. A 
report, however, has just been published deal- 
ing with the results of the competition: in 
Great Britain, and the award of the ‘“ Lord 
Roberts’ trophy. It points out that the 
results for Great Britain as a whole show 
little or no improvement either in numbers or 
in the standard of shooting over last year. 
The number of boys who fired in the com- 
petition at home is 3,847, of whom about 
three-fifths were sailors. In 1922, 3.800 boys 
competed. The highest average, 93 points, 
was made by the iath Derby, 1st London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Boy Scouts. 

It is significant, the report states, that 
more than half the competitors for Great 
Britain, and the great majority of those over 
fifteen years of age, were furnished by one 
organisation, the. Royal Naval Training 
Estabiishment, Shotley, Commandant Captain 
R. Dalglish. R.N., which achieved the re- 
markabie performance of firing every single 
boy of the 2,092 upon its strength with an 
average of 64.4. 

Reference is made to the returns from the 
Officers’. Training Corps, which are described 
as disappointing, with a few exceptions. On 
the other hand, some of the small preparatory 
schools are stated to again furnish excellent 
results in the junior class, under fifteen years 
of age. St. Andrew’s School, Eastbourne, 
continues its unbeaten record of previoils 
years, apd, with a total of only 31 boys of 
firing age, can boast of twenty-nine Empire 
marksmen and ten Empire first-class shots, 
boys’ division.

Per- 
sonally, I have never known farmers to ex- 
pend any considerable number of cartridges in 
the year on frightening crows or for any 
other purpose than sport.

Str,—Now that the Government has under 
consideration the revision of our game laws, 
it is to be gas that we shall get away once 
for all from the English code, which was never 
at any time suitable to this country, and is 
less so than eter now that the land ‘is no 
longer in the hands of large. proprietors. It 
should be remembered that the English game 
laws have not as their: primary object the pre- 
servation of game from extinction, but rather 
the preservation of the right of killing and 
taking game to certain individuals Quite a 
different point of view, I suggest, must be 
taken when framing laws for the preservation 
of game in Ireland :to-day. Whatever laws 
are made, the one thing that does seem cer- 
tain is that no legislation can be effective 
unless the ‘occupiers of the land -have some 
direct incentive to see it enforced. 

When the. occupiers are also the owners of 
the muise, rights, the establishment of a 
property in live game might be an inducement 
to them to preserve it; but what of all the 
lands whereon the Government ts now the 
owner of the sporting rights? Tí the shooting 
on these lands is let to a stranger, the. occh- 
pier will have no incentive whatever to pre- 
serve game or prevent poaching, and may 
even resent the lessee’s comifig on to the land 
at all. In that case. a man might find him- 
self faced with the necessi 
ing rent to the Government, but also of keep- 
ing: the good-will of every individual occupier 
on his shoot. ) pá . : 

One solution of the: problem. might. be ‘for 
the Governmént to make over its sporting 
rights to the occupiers.on the condition that 
several oí the latter joined forces over:a cer- 
tain considerable. area, and agreed to lease 
their joint shooting’ and fishing rights to. an 
agreed tenant for a period of, say, not ‘less 
than five years. The, lessee might agree to
